The most exciting thing which 
happened at the Elba City Council 
meeting Monday night was a 39 
minute executive session which cli- 
maxed with a motion to table the 
matter discussed.

Upon re- 
convening at 7:32, council member 
Bill Brunson made a motion to table 
the matter discussed in executive 
session pending advice from legal 
counsel, 

No further statements were made 
on the matter by any official in- 
volved. 

In other action the council cor- 
rected the vote on bids for purchase 
of two pick-up trucks. At a previous 
meeting, due to an error, the bid had 
been awarded to Ken Cox Ford, of 
Troy. Actual low bidder was Long 
Lewis Ford of Bessemer, by $214 on 
each truck. City Clerk Henry Clark 
explained that the Long Lewis truck 
bid was on the back of a police car 
bid and was overlooked. 

Council member John Sharpless 
opposed the action. He tried to get 
support on a motion to throw out the 
bids and re-advertise for new bids. 

Even though Cox Ford had been 
notified of their bid being accepted, 
the firm allowed the city to withdraw 
the action, after the mistake was ex- 
plained.

Commission tables funding new courthouse

The Coffee County Commission 
held its regularly scheduled  bi- 
monthly meeting Monday morning 
and the courthouse issue never came 
up - NOT! 

Commissioners had  breezed 
through an agenda that had no new 
or old business listed on it; however, 
the courthouse issue did come up 
and the T-word (TAX) was uttered 
during the discussion. 

In fact, a motion was made by 
Commissioner Chairman Lawrence 
Creel that local legislators be con- 
tacted concerning getting legislation 
introduced allowing the commission 
to levy a 1 ¢ sales tax. 

The discussion about the court- 
house began when Commissioner 
Bernest Brooks arrived late. The oth- 
er commissioners, during the general 
business session, had already had 
their say, but the courthouse issue 
had not come up. 

Brooks said, “I’m sure we stand 
ready to move forward on our court- 
house issue. 

“We have a committee estab- 
lished and I would like to recom- 
mend that this committee move for- 
ward with all due speed in coming 
up with plans and guidelines on es- 
tablishing a courthouse in Enter- 
prise, 

“T don’t know what has been dis- 
cussed previously or passed.” 

Creel noted that the courthouse is-

Brooks proposed that the com- 
mission take action on establishing a 
building authority, as recommended 
by the Enterprise Chamber of Com- 
merce, and ‘get the show on the 
road!” 

It was at this point that Chairman 
Creel stated that he, nor the county 
attorney, felt that the fact the com- 
mission had voted to build a new 
courthouse in Enterprise would satis- 
fy the stipulations set forth in the 
consent decree, 

He further stated he felt like, if 
the commission included a funding 
mechanism, along with the motion to 
build, that this would satisfy the con- 
sent decree as far as presenting a 
plan of action in January of 1996. 

“After looking at the budget and 
wondering how we’re going to pay 
for a courthouse, I offer a motion 
that we ask our senator and represen- 
tative to let us levy a 1¢ sales tax 
county-wide to be implemented on 
the first day of the month after per- 
mission is given,” said Creel. Brooks 
seconded the motion. 

During the discussion period of 
Creel's motion, Commissioner Bill 
Faulk offered a word of caution to 

the members of the commission. 

He urged the commissioners to 
look at all the options, including the 
proposal by the Enterprise group that 
a building authority be formed to 
oversee the construction of a new 
Enterprise courthouse. 

Faulk also suggested that com- 
missioners meet with the county’s 
legislators, and get their views on 
the matter before taking action. 

Brooks said, “I feel that the good 
citizens of Enterprise should know 
what's going on and what procedure 
that we are following because this 
directly affects the people of Enter- 
prise...I don’t want to bypass the 
great citizens of Enterprise,” 

Creel noted that he was just try- 
ing to help move things along since 
the commission had voted to build 
the new facility, 

“IT would remind you (speaking to 
Brooks) that this would be a Coffee 
County Courthouse and it would in- 
volve the hold county and I’m trying 
to answer to the consent decree,”

Commissioner Black, turning to 
another matter, made a motion that 
the county attomey proceed with 
whatever action is necessary to ob- 
tain the five percent discount due the 
county from EWS (Environmental 
Waste Systems).

Passing ideas around to build a 
new courthouse in Enterprise? Voted 
four to three because four are in En- 
terprise with about 25 attorneys, and 
about 100 real estate agents, Citizens 
expressed overwhelming intent for a 
one courthouse system, but that was 
tabled to “let the smoke die down!” 
Enterprise City Limits is also in Dale 
County--do we get a Dale County 
Courthouse in Enterprise to be a two 
courthouse city? Taxes were done 
before to result in big money re- 
ceived countermanded to superior 
government. It couldn't be returned 
to sender; where did it go? This is 
my opportunity to pass some ideas 
of my own only to name a few: 

1. As for the 100 real estate 
agents, the probate office could have 
an annex for their convenience. 
Since their efforts contribute to the 
growth of our community. The dis- 
trict attorney's building behind the 
“eye sore” courthouse seems large 
enough for that. The frequent trips 
required at their expense would de- 
serve some convenience, This also 
would dissolve so much shuttling of 
assistant district attorney’s when we 
centralize. 

2. Building a courthouse adjoin- 
ing the central located jail and near 
the county complex and sheriff's 
complex. This would resolve the is- 
sue of a sheriff's office active in the 
courthouse and stop expensive shut- 
tling of 76-126 prisoners catered to 
lawyers location convenience tying 
up so many deputies and wearing out 
cars at tax payers’ expense for that 
sole purpose of convenience to attor- 
neys. 

3. Have enough courtrooms for 
all judges to stay active on docket 
and an extra courtroom for a much 
needed extra district judge. Rather 
than idle one of our judges for lack 
of space we could accumulate more 
court costs paid and a more function- 
al docket. Five judges would not be 
shuttled so much! 

4. The clerk’s office would be 
more convenient and accessible for 
subpoenas and documents without 
delays of shuttle between sheriff's 
office and two courthouses--a walk 
through the hallway or shuttle?

ELBA VS. LUVERNE - ENOUGH SAID! 


When you say Elba vs. Luverne, you've said it all as far as the rivalry of 
high school football is concerned, and Friday night did nothing to dimin- 
ish the history of the rivalry as the Elba Tigers drove 86 yards in the clos- 
ing minutes of the game and scored a touchdown with only 18-seconds 
left on the clock to pull out the win and claim the Class 3A, Area 4 cham- 
pionship. 

Elba fans were confident prior to the game that their black-and-gold Ti- 
gers would win the game, and Luverne fans were convinced that their 
red-and-white clad Tigers would blow Elba away and roll to a big win. 
The fans were on their feet for much of the game as both offenses and de- 
fenses traded big plays for four quarters, and at the end, everyone in the 
stadium was on their feet as Elba scored late to claim the heart-stopping 
win, 

The fans from both sides remained in their seats for a few minutes after 
the game watching the unfortunate incidents that took place on the field; 
however, when the fans were leaving, the major topic of discussion was 
what would happen if the two teams met again in the playoffs. The be- 
lief? Of course, Elba fans being confident that their team would win, and

Luverme fans still convinced their team was better than the guys in the 
black-and-gold. Both teams still have two regular season games left be 
fore the playoffs start, but for the fans, there is only one possible game 
that they are interested in. Elba vs. Luverne - enough said! 


ELBA TIGERS CLAIM AREA TITLE WITH EXCITING WIN 


It was the kind of drive that championships are made of, and that was 
exactly what the result was Friday night, as the Elba Tigers marched 86 
yards with the clock winding down and scored with only 18-seconds left 
in the game to upset the fifth-ranked Luverme Tigers 21-14, to claim the 
Class 3A, Area 4 championship. Elba had fought tooth-and-nail with the 
talented Tigers from Crenshaw County for four quarters, only to see Lu- 
verne grab the lead in the fourth quarter. The Elba defense had to stop the 
explosive Luverne offense to give the Elba offense one final chance, and 
after the defense did just that, the Elba offense calmly pieced together a 
14 play drive that ended in the endzone, and gave Elba the win. It was a 
championship caliber drive, and gave the Tigers just that, the Area 4 
championship. 

The Elba offense was very conservative early in the game, and after 
three possessions, all the Tigers had to show for their work was a total of 
27 yards and one first down. A nine-yard run by Bobby Burks and a 
three-yard gain by D'Undray Peterson on fourth down and one served as 
a wake-up call for the offense, and six plays later Elba was in the endzone 
and very much alive. A lost fumble killed a drive early in the third stanza, 
but Elba’s offense began to take charge after that, and drove 63 yards in 
cight running plays to grab the lead late in the third quarter, Elba’s first 
possession of the final quarter went nowhere, then came “The Drive” in 
which every single Elba player grew up and etched their names in the rich 
history of Elba Tiger football. 

The Elba defense bent on numerous occasions in the first half, but never 
broke, and stopped Luverne twice inside the Elba 10-yardline to keep the 
Tigers within striking distance. Luverne reached a first down and goal at 
the Elba 8-yardline on its first drive, only to turn the ball over on downs 
at the six, then moved to a first down at the Elba 18 late in the half, only 
to again be turned away, this time by a diving interception. Luverne 
rolled up 122 yards on the ground in the first half, including 108 by Ken- 
yatta Holley, but in the second half the Tigers turned up the intensity and 
made some minor adjustments, and held Luveme to only 62 yards rush- 


The Elba Tigers will be looking 
to stretch their winning streak to six 
games and continue to build on 
their late-season momentum Friday 
night when they travel to Andalusia 
to battle the SA Andalusia Bull- 
dogs. 

The Tigers will carry a 6-2 
record and a Top 10 ranking in the 
3A standings into the clash, while 
Andalusia will enter the game with 
a 3-5 record. 

Andalusia, coached by Richard 
Robertson, struggled to only two 
wins over the past three seasons, 
but the Bulldogs have a renewed 
dedication this year and have been 
the surprise team in Class 5A. 

The Bulldogs’ wins have come 
over Straughn 21-20, Charles Hen- 
derson 12-7 and Dale County 13-7, 
while the losses have come to T.R. 
Miller 42-23, W.S. Neal 32-7, Ev- 
ergreen Hillcrest 20-14, Luverne 
28-21 and Greenville 30-22. 

“Andalusia doesn’t do anything 
fancy on either side of the ball,” 
said Elba’s Coach David Lowery, 
“but what they do, they do well, 
and they are very much improved 
from last year and early this sea- 
son,” 

The Andalusia offense possesses 
a true 1-2 punch with quality run- 
ning backs and quarterback with a 
strong arm, 

Fullback Sidney White broke 
loose for 156 yards on 12 carries in 
the Bulldogs’ loss to Luverne, 
while quarterback Daniel Wells 
passed for 163 yards and one touch- 
down in the loss. Andalusia’s of- 
fense, which averages almost 17 
points per game, rolled up 340 
yards against the rugged Luverne 
defense, and last week put 22 
points on the scoreboard against a 
strong Greenville defensive unit. 

“Andalusia’s offense runs the 
option and sweep real well,” added 
Coach Lowery, “and has a big full- 
back that can hurt you up the mid- 


dle. The quarterback has a strong 
arm and has a lot of confidence in 
his passing, which has been solid 
all season. Andalusia has a bal- 
anced offensive attack and can 
move the football and score points 
against anyone.” 

While the Andalusia offense has 
been consistent, the defense has 
also been solid and has led the way 
in two of the Bulldogs’ three wins, 
The defense has allowed an aver- 
age of 23 points per game, but has 
been especially strong in the sec- 
ond half of all games, and has im- 
proved weekly. 

“Andalusia doesn’t have any 
weaknesses on defense and really 
gets after the football,” added Low- 
ery. “They play hard on every 
down, don’t make mistakes, and 
give up very few big plays. The de- 
fense is like the offense in that it 
plays hard and makes very few mis- 
takes.”
